1. Each person is to devote himself exclusively 
to the Company's service, attending during the 
regulated hours of the day, and residing wherever 
he may be required. 

2. He is to obey promptly all instructions he 
may receive from persons placed in authority over 
him, and conform to all the regulations of the 
Company. . , 
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6 GENERAL REGULATluJJTS. 

3. He will be liable to immediate dismissal for 
disobedience of orders, negligence, misconduct, 
or incompetency. 

4. No instance of intoxication on duty will 
ever be overlooked, and, besides being dismissed, 
the offender will be liable to be punished by a 
magistrate. 

5. Any person using improper language, or 
cursing or swearing while on duty, will be liable 
to dismissal. 

6. No person is allowed to receive any gratuity 
from the public, on pain of dismissal. 

7. Any instance of rudeness or incivility to 
Passengers, will meet Vith instant punishment. 

8. Every person receiving uniform must appear 
on duty clean and neat ; and if any article pro- 
vided by the Company shall have been improperly 
used or damaged, the party will be required to 
make it good. 

9. No Servant is allowed, tmder any circum* 
stances, to absent himself from his duty without 
the permission of his chief Superintendent. . 



GENERAL REGULATIONS. 7 

1 0. No Servant is allowed to quit the Company's 
service without giving fourteen days* previous 
notice. On leaving the service he must deliver 
up his uniform and other property of the Company. 

11. The Company reserve the right to deduct 
from the pay such sums as may be awarded for 
neglect of duty as fines , and for rent when the 
Servant is a tenant of the Company. 

12. Porters, Platelayers, and others will be 
insured against Accidents while on duty, and wiU 
have to pay one-half of the Premiums (the Lessee 
paying the oUier half).

RED is a Signal of DANGER-STOP. 

GREEN „ CAUTION-PROCEED SLOWLY.

These Signals will be made by Flags in the 
Daytime, and by LampS at Night. 

In addition to this, any Signal, or the Arm 
waved violently, or borti Arms being held up 
as high as possible, denotes dangeri and the 
necessity of stopping immediately.

POLICE SIGNALS. 

1. When the Line is clear^ and 
idtbing to impedQ the progress of 
the Tram, the Policeman on duty 
will stand erect, with his Flags in 
hand, but showing no signals thus —

ceed with Cautioui the 0reeil 
Flag will be elevated, thus — 



3. If it he necessary to proceed 
with Caution from any defect in 
the rails, the GreeE Flag will be 
depressed^ thus —

4. If required to stop, the Bed Flag will be 
shown, and wav^ to audfrpi thd Policemau facing 
the Engine. 

5* Engme*driyers must invariably Stop on 
seeing the Red Signal. 

6« As soon as the Engine passes, the Policeman 
wiU bring his Flag to the shoulder. 

7. Every Policeman will be responsible for 
having his Hand Lamp in good order, and 
properly trimmed.

6. On a stopping Train, or one travelling slowly, 
passing an intermediate Station, the Red Signal 
will be shown for Flve Minutes^ to stop the 
Engine of any following Trsdn, when the Caution 
Signal will be turned on for Five MinuteS 
more, to complete the ten minutes' precautionary 
Sij^nal. 



SEMAPHORE SIGNALS. II 

9. The Red Signal will be shown both on the 
Station and Distant Signals while a Train is 
Stopping at a Station, and for FiVB MilllltOS 
after its departure, when the Distant Signal will 
be turned off, and the Station Signal lowered 
to caution, and kept on for Five MinnteS more. 

10. On a Train entering a long Tunnel, the 
Red Signal will be turned on for Ten MinuteS, 
or until the Policeman shall have received Tele- 
graphic notice that the Train has emerged from 
the other end, when the Oaplltioil Signal will be 
turned on to complete the precautionary Signal.

12. The Semaphore and other Signals, and the 
Lamps for DAY and NIGHT Signals at the 
Junctions, are always set at DANGrEB, and no 
Engineman is allowed to pass without the Arm U 
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AUXILIABY SIGNALS. 
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lowered to CAUTION^ or the Green Light is 
shown by the Lamp* 

N3, — At the Junctions there are no ALL 
SIGHT Signals, as it is necessary in passing 
them to go cautiously aud slowly, 

A list of the number of WTaistles to be given oti 
approaching the various Junctions on the Lin% 
will be found at pages 130j 131. 

DISTANT SIGNALS. 

1^^ At many of the Stations and Junctions, 
Distant Signals are placed in advance of the 
Station Signal Post. These Signals will be turned 
on to Danger whenever a train is standing be- 
tween them and the Station Signal^ or when any 
other obstruction to tbe Maia Line e^ta in&ide 
them j or when, in consequence of foggy weatiier 
or from other causes, the Station Signal cannot 
be seen from a sufficient distance ; in all cases 
when the Distant Signals are at Danger, any 
approaching Engine or Train muSt be brOHgllt 

to a stand at the Distant Signal Post, 

and, after having stopped, the Driver must, 

lE the Line be clear, drawnis Train forward, 

within the protection of the Signal, at a pace not 
exceeding five miles an hour. If the Train stop 
outside the Distant Signal, or partly outside^ the 
Guard is to go back to protect it without delay. 
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TRAIN SIGNALS. 

14. Every Engine with a Passenger Train shall 
carry a White Light on the BuflTer Plank by 
Night ; and every Cattle, Merchandise, or Coal 
Train, a Green Light. 

16- Every Train after sunset or in foggy 
weather, shall carry one or more Red Tall 
lAgbtSf according to the description of the Train. 

16. The Guard of the Train is responsible for 
attaching the Tail Lamps on the last Carriage or 
Waggon, and the Engine-driver and Fireman for 
placing the Lamp on the Engine. When a Car- 
riage is detached at a Station or Junction, care 
must be taken to see that the Tail Light is re- 
moved, and re-attached to the Train. 

17. The Tail Signal must be inspected at 
every Station ; and in the event of the Train 
being brought to a stand on the Main Line from 
any cause, the Guard must take care that no one 
stand before the Tail Lamp, so as to prevent its 
bemg seen*

18. A Red Board or Flag by Day, or 
eztrst Tail Lamp by Night, hung at the bad

FOB THE 

USE OF DETONATING SIGNALS.

1 . These Signals are to be placed on the Rail 
(label upwards) by bending the lead clip round 
the upper flange of the Rail, to prevent its falling 
off. When the Eugme passes over the Signal, it 
^splodes with a loud report. 



Experience having shown that the Red Sig- 
nal, when waved by hand, does not always attract 
the attention of the driver of a Train, and serious 
accidents having occurred from entire reliance 
being placed on this means of stopping an advan- 
eiog Train, It is ordered: — That in future, by day 
as well as by night, and in clear weather as well 
as during fogs, these Detonating Signals shall be 
used in addition to the regular day and night 
Signals of the Line (which must be first exhibited), 
io that J if the Train Signal falls *to draw the 
notice of the Driver, he will have his attention 
called to the fact of danger a-head by the explo- 
of the Detonating Signals, 
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3. Whenever a Train is etopped in its journey 
by an accident, or from any cause other than the 
regular Btoppages at the Stations, the Guards if 

there be only oiiej or the under Guard, if there be 

two or more, shall immediately go back 
1000 yards with Danger Signals to stop 
any coming Engine or Train; and shall, 
in addition to his Hand signals, take his 
Detonators. At every interYai of 300 

yards he must place upon une of the Rails of 

the Line on which the stoppage has hap- 
pened, one of the Detonators ; and on 

arriving at the end of 1000 yards, he ma^t 

place two Detonators upon the Bails, and 
conspicuously shew his Hand Danger 

Signal, to stop any approaching Engine or 
Train. 

4. Should the accident occasion the Bloppagse 
of both Lines of RaD, the Guard is to send the 
under Guard or Fireman in adyance of the Train, 
to place the Signals on the Opposite line of Rail 
to that which the Train is on, in the same order 
m to distance^ as is above directed for the Guard, 
by which precautkm both Lines of Rail will be 
proteetjed. 

5. In case of the Btoppage of either Line of

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Rail from any cause, or there being any danger 
apprehended in the passage @f an Engine or 
Train, whether in Foggy Weather or otherwise, 
the Station Police, Signal, Switch, or Tunnel 
mani is to place one of these Signals on the Line 
or Lines of Rati so obstrnctedj every 300 yards 
from the point of danger^ until the Line or Lines 
of Rail are so protected for 1000 yards*

6. la Foggy Weather these Signals are to be 
similarly used whenever an Engine or Train is 

following, or bkely to follow, too closely upon 
another Engine or Train, or in eases of emergency 
or great danger- 



Jp Whenever an Engine passes over one of 
those Signals, the Engine-driver is immediately 
to shut off steam and proceed slowly to the place 
of obstruction ; and, in case of need, the Guard 
must then protect the Train as instructed in Rule 
3j page 18. 

8. After the obstruction of the Line is 
removed, the Guards, Police, or Engine-driver, 
must take up all the Signals from the Rails before 
proceeding, except the one placed at the distance 
of 1000 yards, which must be left as a caution to 
any following Train. 
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9. Each Guard, Policeman, and Pointsmati, 
not at a Station, and all Enginemen, Gatemen, 
Foremen of Works, Gangers of Platelayers, and 
Tunnel-men, will be provided with packets of Sig- 
nals, which they are always to have ready for use 
whilst on duty ; and every Officer in charge of a 
Station will be provided with these Signals, which 
are to be kept in an unlocked drawer or shelf in 
the counter, in order that they may at all times be 
easy of access to all on duty at the Station ; and 
every person connected with the Station shall be 
made acquainted by him, with the place where 
they are deposited. 

10* All the persons above named will be held 
responsible for their having the proper SUpply 

of Detonating Signals ; when one or mote 

are expended, it is their duty immediately to 
apply to the Storekeeper for a further supply, to 
keep up the stock as above directed. , 

Guards and Breaksmen are directed carefully 
and frequently to examine their Stock ^of Detona- 
ting Signals, and to be very careful to have them 
always at hand for immediate use. 

Free use must be made of these Signals during 
Thick and Dark Weather. 
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N.B. — The use of the Detonating Signals is. 
not intended, even in the slightest degree, to 
relieve the Drivers or Guards from their full re- 
sponsibility in continually looking out for the usual 
day and night Signals ; by which Signals alone 
the Drivers and Guards are to regulate their 
conduct. 



In calculating the distances Signals are to be 
taken back in cases of accident or obstruction of 
any kind, Engine-drivers, Guards, Breaksmen, 
Police, or any Party sent with them, must bear in 
mind the distances named refer to levels ; and that, 
when the obstruction takes place on a descending 
gradient, the distances must be in all cases 
exceeded. 

FUS66 Signals are to be used at Night and 
during Fogs, as an extra security in case of 
Trains travelling slowly, or breaking down 
upon the Line ; they are to be lighted in the 
manner directed upon them, and must be fixed 
in the Ballast between the Line of Rails on which 
the danger exists. ,

WORKING OVER A SINGLE LINE. 



Whenever, from repairs or other circumstancei^ 
it is necessary to pass the traffic of the Railway 
over a single line, a PIL0TMAN| carrying a 
Pilot-Staiff| will be appointed by the Engineer's 

department to accompany eveiy l^rain and 

Engine passing up or down upon the single 
line^ and without him or his authority no Driver 
must pass the points at either end leading on to 
the single road. 

Should two or more Trains require to pass the 
single line in succession, iii the satiie direction, 
the Pilotman inay personally authorise the passage 
of the former, he himself riding upon the Engine 
of the last Train ; and as no Driver is at liberty 
to pass on to the single line at the other end 
until the arrival of the Pilotman, there can be no

possibility of any t\vo Trains meeting upon the 
single line. 

Occasionally, instead of a Pilotman being used 
for the purpose of conducting traffic upon a single 
line, a simple Pilot Staff is adopted; each Driver 
as he enters the angle line taki^ from the kinds 
of the Pointsman this Pilot Staff, and giving it 
up as he passes on to the double line again ; and 
unless this Pilot Staff is on his Engine, no Driver 
must enter the single line; unless two or more 
Trains require to proceed in the same direction, 
vhen the Pointsman who is in possession of the 
Rk>t Staff may allow the passage of the former, 
and send the Staff on the last Engine ; but in this 
case each Driver must satisfy himself that the 
Staff is in the possession of die Pointsman who 
sends him on. 

Special instructions to Station Masters for 
working over single lines in case of emergency, 
will be found at Rule 17, page 66. 
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Section 5. 



REGUUTIONS FOR ENGINEMEN. 



1. No light Engine shall pass along the wrong 
Lme of Road; but if, in case of accident, an Engine 
shall be unavoidably obliged to pass back on the 
wrong Line, the Engineman is to send his Assistant, 
or some other competent person, back a distance 
of not less than 1000 yards, before his Engine 
moves, to warn any Engine coming in the opposite 
direction, and the Assistant shall continue running, 
so as to preserve the distance of not less than 1000 
yards between him and the Engine. If dark, 
the man shall take his light and make a Signal by 
waving the same UP and DOWN, and the 
Engineman of the Engine moving on the wrong 
Line, shall keep his Steam-Whistle constantly going, 
and must not move in the wrong direction further 
than the nearest shunt, where he is instantly to 
remove his Engine off the wrong Line of Road; 
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^d it is expressly forbidden that any Engine 
should move on the wrong Line of Rails at a 
greater speed than four mileS an hOUT* When* 
ever part of a Train is left on the Line from 
accident, or the inability of the Engine to bring 
the whole forward, the Engineman shall not return 
for it on the same Line, but shall proceed on to 
flie nearest Siding, and deposit the Waggons he may 
have with him, prior to going back for the remain- 
der, taking care that the portion so shunted off 
is left within the blocks ; and he must then return 
on the proper Line, and cross at the nearest points 
bdimd the part left, which he shall push before 
him, till convenient to go in front again with the 



2. All Engines travelling on the same Line 
shall keep 1000 yards at least apart from each 
other, that is to say, — the Engine which follows 
shall not approach within 1000 yards of the Engine 
which goes before, unless expressly required. 

3. No person, except the proper Engineman 
and Fireman, shall be allowed to ride on the 
Engine or Tender, without SpecidI permission 
from one of the Chief OflBcers of the Company. 

4. The Engineman and Fireman must appear 
on duty as dean as circumstances will allow ; and 
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erery Driver must be with Us Engine 90 itusate^ 
and every Fireman 45 mkiiitee before the tioM 
appointed for starting, in order to see that die 
Engine is in proper order to go oat, has Al^ 
necessaxy supply of Coke and Water, and tint the 
Signals are in a fit state for use*

6. Every Engineman shall have with hhn at 
all times in his Tender, the following Tools : —

8. No Engine is permitted to stand on tiie 
Main Line (except under very special circum- 
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stances) when Bot attached to a Train ; and the 
Engineman shall not at any time leare his Engine 
or Train, or any part thereof, on the Main Linei

of Carriages or Waggons, but must in all cases 
draw it, except when assisting up inclined planes, 
or when required to start a Train from a Station, 
or in case of an Engine being disabled on the 
Eoadj when the succeeding Engine may propel the 
Train slowly (approaching it with great caution) 
as far as the next Shunt or turn-out, at which place 
the propelling Engine shall take the lead. 

12. No Engine is to run on the Main Line 
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Tender Foremost, unless by orders from the 
Locomotive Superintendent, or from unavoidable 
necessity. 

13. Every Engineman is to have a Time BiU 

with him, of the Line upon which he is 

working, and regulate by it the speed of his 
Engine, whether attached to a Train or not. 

14. Enginemen are not allowed (except in case 
of accident or sudden illness) to change their 
Engines on the Journey, nor to leave their re- 
spective Stations without the permission of their 
Superintendent. 

15. When the Road is obscured by steam or 
smoke, (owing to a burst tube, or any otJier cause,) 
no approaching Engine is allowed to pStSS 
through the steam until the Engineman shall 
have ascertained that the Road is clear ; and if any 
Engineman perceive a Train stopping; from acci- 
dent or other cause, on the Road, he is immediately 
to slacken his speed, so that he may pass such 
Train slowly, and stop altogether if necessary, in 
order to ascertain the cause of the stoppage, and 
report it at the next Station. 

16. Where there is an accident on the opposite 
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HLhie to that on which he is moving^ he is to stop 
ill the Trains between the spot and the nest 
Station, and CSlution the respective Engmemeni 
Iandj furtherj he is to render every assistance io^^ 
fiis power ib aU cases of difficulty* ^H 

17* Ib the case of accident to hb Engine or 
Tender when alone> the Engine man will immedi^ 

ately send back his Fireman 1000 yards 
irith Danger Signals^ to stop any coming 

Engine or Train, who shall, in addition to his 

Hand Signals, take his Detonators, At 

every interval of 300 yards, he must place upon 
one of the Rails of the Line upon whlch the 

stoppage has occurred, one of the De- 
tonators ; and on arriving at the distance of 

1000 yardsj he must place two Detonators 

llpOtt the EailSj to stop any approaching 
Engine or Train , He will then return^ COnspl-

^^ 18. Enginemen are strictly prohibited from'

19. Enginemen with Pilot or AssiBtant EttgineSj 
must he prepared (while on duty) to start imme- 
diately on receiving instructions from the Loco- 
motive Foreman or the Station-'niaster, 



20. Enginemen are sfcrictly enjoined to back 
ttieir Engines carefully to their Trains^ and to st^ft 

and stop tiieir Trains slowly^ without a 

jerk, which ia liable to snap the Couplings and 
Chains i and they are further warned to be careful 
not to shut off their steam too suddenly j (exc^fc ju 
cas^ of danger,) so as to cause a concussion of tfae 
Carriages— This rule applies more especially to 
Oattld Trains, the Beasts being liable to be 
thrown down and injured by a. sudden checks 

2L Ko Eoginetnan is to stai^t hb Train unlil 
the proper Signal is given, — he is invariably to 
start with carsj blowing the Whistle before putting 
the Engine in motion ; and to observe that he b&s 
the whole of his Train before he gets beyond 
the limits of the Station. He and his Fireman 
must aUo look back frequenily while on the 
jouTnejj to Eee that their Train is travelling safely 
behind them, {See Huh 2^.^ 
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t4. It k very important that Ellgilie-driV^rS 

use the utmost caution when shunting 
Waggons into Sidings^ so m to avoid in- 
juring tll0 Waggons or otiier property of tlie 
Company* When backed into Sidings to allow other 
Trains to pass, &c., Drivers must take especial 
care that their Engines stand quite clear of the 
Maia Line ; and that at Night the Red Light on 
the Tender is so treated, that do nnnecessarT/ Signal 
Ly be seen by an approaching Driver. 

2S. Ettginemenj in bringing up their Trains^ 
are to pay particular attention to the etate of the 
Wsath^r and the condition of the Rails^ as well 

afi to the length of the Train ; aod these ciream- 
Btaoces must have due weight in determining when 
to shut off the Steam, Stations must not be en- 
tered so rapidly as to require a violent application 
of the Breaks; and any Engineman overrunning 
the Station will be reported.

.Signal to do so from the Guards in order to pre- 
reat any accident happening to Passengers in the

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* 25. Engines runokg alooe, or taking Traiiis of 
Goods, Cattle, Coal, or enipty Carriages, must 
not exceed a speed of 20 miles an hour^ ^'ithout 
distinct orders in each case, or some 
necessity.

26, Enginemen and Firemen are to pay imme-* 
diate attention to all Signals, whether the cause 

of the signal is known to them or notj and 

any Engineman neglecting to obey a signal is 
liable to immediate dismissal &om the Compaiiy's 
service. The Engineman must not, however, 
trust to Signals, but on aU occasions be vigilant 
and cautious. He is also to obey the Special 
Orders of the Officers in charge of Stations, when 
required for the Company's Service, 



27. Whenever he sees the Red Signal, or any 
other which he understands to be a Signal to stop, 
he is to bring Iub Engine to a stand close to the 

Signal, and on no account to pass it, except 

in the case of Distant Signals^ when, after 
having stopped at the Danger Signal exhibited 
thereon, he mustj if the Line be clear, draw 
his Train forward, at a speed not exceeding 
Five miles an hour, until his whole Train is 
within the Signal, and protected by it. ^ 
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28. Engiaemen are particularly enjoined to ob- 
serve the Signals shewn by the Policemen at the 
vartous posts along the Linej and on passing them 
to look back, in case of there being occasion to

29. In addition to the usual Red Signals, the 
Police have orders to place DetOUatorS on the 
Rails in Foggy Weather; and every Enginemanj 
when he passes over a Defconafcing Signalj is to 
bring his Engine to a stand as quickly as possible. 
The Enginemen also are supplied with these Sig- 
irnls, to be used in the same manner. — {Se& Mules 
w Deiofiaiing Stgnah.) 



30. As a further precaution in Foggy Weather, 
no Engineman is allowed to leave a Station with 
a Train until the preceding Train has been 
started at least tSll minuteS J and, before starting, 
e Clerk in charge of the Station, or the Police- 
an on duty, is to give the Engineman the ex- 
act time when the preceding Train started, and 
where it is next to stop. 



31 • Enginemen are at all times to use great 
"caution in Foggy Weather, and especially in 
approaching Stations, from the difficulty of discern- 
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ing the regular Signals until close upon them ; and 
they are to be prepared to bring their Engines to 
a stand, should it be required. 

32. No Engineman is to pass from a Branch 
on to the Main Line until the Policeman at the 
Junction Points signals the Main Line clear; and 
in Foggy Weather he is to bring his Engine to a 
stand before reaching the Junction PointS, 
and not to enter upon the Main Line till he has 
ascertained from the Policeman how long the 
preceding Train or Engine has passed. 

33. To avoid risk of collision on single Lines, 
from the meeting of another Engine, no extra 
Engine, with or without a Train, is allowed to 
pass along the Line without previOUS notiC6. — 
(^See Rules for working on a Single Line^ pages 
22, 23.) 

34. Enginemen are required to use great 
caution on all occasions in approaching Facing 
Points ; they must also be careful when passing a 
Station, or when the Way is under repair, to 
proceed slowly and cautiously; and also to do so 
whenever they see the Green Signal. 

35. Luggage, Coal, and Ballast Trains are 
always to give way to Passenger Trains, by going 
into the nearest Siding. 



36. The Whistle is to be sounded on approach- 
ing each Station and Level Crossings and on enter* 
rag the Tunnels* Tlir66 short, sharp Whistles, 
rapidly repeated j must be given when danger is 
apprehended J and when it is necessary to call the 
attention of tho Guards to put on the Breaka- 
When more than one Engine is attached to the 
Train, the Signal is to be given by the Leading 
Engineman; and in case of danger is |p he 
repeated by the following Engineman, who will 
forthwith reverse their Engines and attach their 
Tender Breaks- Frequent use must be made of 
m Whistle in Foggy Weather. 



37* Enginemen with Luggage Trains are to 
approach all Stopping-places at a speed not exceed- 
ttg ten miles an hour when within a quarter of 
a mile of the Stopping-place, and to signal the 
Breaksman by three distinct Whistles to put on 
hb Break before the Tender Break is put on, 

38* Should Fire be discovered in the Train, 

Qe Steam must be instantly shut off, the breaks 
applied, and the Train he brought to a stand, the 
Signal of obstruction to the Line be made, and 
the burning Waggon or Waggons be detached with 
as little delay as possible. No attempt must 
ever be made to run on to the nearest water 
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column, if it is more than 300 Y&vAs from the 
place whexe the Fire is discovered, as such a 
course is likely to increase the damage. 

39. The movements of all Trains are under the 
orders of the Guard, to whose instructions as to 
stopping, starting, &c., the Engineman is to pay 
implicit attention. 

40T If any part of a Train is detached when in 
motion, care must be taken not to stop the Train 
in front before the detached part has stopped; 
and it is the duty of the Guard of such detached 
part to apply his Break in time to prevent a 
collision with the Carriages in front, in the event 
of their stopping. 

41. Every Engineman, at the end of his 
journey, is to report to the Superintendent of 
Locomotive power, or his Foreman, or to the 
. Clerk in attendance : 

Firsts — As to the state of his Engine and 
Tender. 

Second^ — As to any defect in the Road or 
Works, Electric Telegraph Posts or Wires, 
or any unusual circumstance that may have 
taken place on the journey. 
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42. Enginemen are not allowed to run their 
Engines up and down the same Main Line for the 
purpose of pumping water, but must go onward to 
the next Crossing which is furnished with the 
needful Signals, and return on the proper line. 

43, In going down the Inclined Planes, Engine- 
men, Guards, and Breaksmen, must take care 
that they have complete control over the speed of 
&e Trains, by applying their Breaks. 

The attention of Enginemen is called to the 
List of Whistles to be given on approaching the 
various Junctions on the Line, (pages 130, 131,) 
as well as to the Special Regulations contained in 
Section 14, for working over the various portions 
of the Line.

PASSENGER GUARDS. 



1. Every Guard is to be at the Station from 
which he is to start half an hoUT before the 
appointed time, that he may see to the marshalling 
of the Carriages, and the arrangement of the 
Passengers' Luggage, Parcels, &c. — should the 
Train be very heavy, the Guards must apply to 
the Superintendent for additional assistance. 

2. Each Guard is to take with him his Time- 
piece, Flags, Hand Signal Lamp, a Box of Deto- 
nating Signals, a Box of Fusee Signals, One 
Screw Coupling, Three Link Couplings, and Two 
Wooden Spraggs. 

3. When at stations and until the Train starts 
the Guards will be under the order of the 
Station-master: — the Guard will give the Engine- 
man a signal to start, by blowing a whistle so 
soon as he is ordered by the Station-master or 
Inspector, 

4. Every Guard is to see that his Signal 
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L^p^ are m a fit state for use, and properly 
trimmed; he will ascertain that the Tall and 
Side Lights are securely fixed before the Train 
starts, and is responsible for their being lighted at 
Sunset, as well as during a Fog, 



5. The Train, when in motion^ wiD be under 
tfae order and control of the Guard; the Passen- 
gers and their Luggage must be considered in his 
charge, and he will be responsible for the safety 
and regularity of the wholBp He must take care, 
previously to starting^ that there is a sufficient 
number of Carriages attached to the Train, and 
that they are properly and tightly coupledj and 
that sufficient Roof Lamps are inserted and lighted 
when required. He is to keep the Time of Run- 
ning, and will be answerable that any Carriage,

6, When there are tWO Guards with a Train, 
e under Guard will ride in the Van next to the 
ender* He will stand with his back to it, and 
eep his attention fixed on the Train, looking 
alternately doWH either side, and noting any 
irregularity in the running, any particular oscillation 
of a Carriage, or any signal which may be made 
a Passenger. 
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The place of the senior Guard will be on the 
last Passenger Carriage^ which must always be a

7* On arrival of a Train at a Terminus, the 
Guards are not to leave the Platform until they 
have delivered over all Parcols as well as Lug- 
gaga to the Porters appointed to take charge of 
them; and if any article is missaig they are imme- 
diately to report the same to the officer in charge 
of the Station, as well as upon their Road Note. 

8. Before leaving the Station the Guards are to 
make out a Return according to a printed form, 
noting at the foot every circumatanee of an 
unusual character that may have happened ; they 
are also to state on this Return whether all the 
Parcels and Luggage by the Train have been 
duly delivered, and whether all Junction Trains 
have been duly met. 

9< The number of any Carriage complained of 
as UUSaSYi and the Company to w4nch it 
belongs J must he entered on the Road Note, and 
every instance of want of attention to the cleans 
jjj^ or repmr of Carriages povuVei oat* 
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10- Should any Train OVershoot the Stoppidg, 
place by the leug^th of the Train, the circum-- 
atance must be reported on the Road Note, — (ScB: 
£.iile for Eogineraen, No 24.) 

11- No Passenger is to be allowed to Tlds 
outside under any circumstances whatever, nor 
m the Guard's Van except when the Train is 
full, or with the special permission of one of the.

12 ♦ Guards must keep a good Look-out that no 
Passenger on arriving at any Station gets out fort

13. Guards are forbidden to pass over the:

always to be locked ; and Guards are charged to 
request Passengers to keep their Seats, in case of 
any Stoppages on the Road^ except when neces-

ate place until ha arrives at the next Station. 

16. When from any cause a Train is unable 

to proceed at a greater speed than six 

miles an hour, the Junior Guard must get 
down and wait, shewing the Danger Signal, until 
hia Train has proceeded 1000 yards, when he 

must fallow it, continuing to show the 
proper Signal, to stop any approaching 

TraiUi nntil he reaches the next Station- And 
when a Train is stopped on its Journey by aD 
accident^ or from any cause other than the regular 
stoppages at the Stations, the Guard, if there be 
only ©nej or the under Guard, if there be two or 

more, shall immediately go hack 1000 
yards with the Danger Signals, to stop

^m 17. Every Gusurd Is to observe the strictest 
attention and obedience to all the Signals and 
Auxiliary Signals at Crossings^ intermediate 
Stations, Tunnels, and of each Policeman or 
Signahnan on the Line, as well as to respect all 
epecial orders which the Officers in charge of 
Stations may think necessary. The Guards are 
particularly desired to pay attention to the Level 
Crossings, to observe whether the proper persona 
are at the Gates on the passing of the TrainSj and 
report all cases in which the Signals are not 
Illy shown, 

18. In the event of Accident — blocking one 
Line, and requiring the Train to pass along the 
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jrrdng Line — the utmost caution must be exer-^ 
cised; and no Train is to be permitted to proceed 

on the wrong Line without a memorandiun in 

writing from a person in authority at the spot 
where the Accident has happened. So liable are 
verbal Messages to be misunderstood, that, should 
a verbal Message be received to send forward 
a Train on the wrong Line, the messenger must 
be sent back for a written Order before the Train 
is allowed to move. (See Instructions to Station 
Masters, Rule 17.) 

19. Whenever a regular Train is to be followed 
by a Special one, a Red Board or Flag is to be 
aSSxed on the rear of the last carriage of the 
regular Train by Day, and an additional Tail 
Light by Night, and in Foggy weather. The Se- 
nior Guard of a Passenger Train, and th^ Guard 
of a Luggage Train, must ascertain for what pur- 
pose this Signal is affixed. He is to see that it is 
removed at the proper Station, and must report the. 
circumstance under which the Special Train is^ 
about to follow. 

20. When, from Accident to the Train, or from 
any other cause, it is necessary to seCUre the 
attention of the Engineman, the Guard is to 

applj bia Break sharply, and ©a ^vsM^xit^ Telease 
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it This operation^ repeated several times, is alidost 

certain, from the check it occasions, to attract the 

notice of the Driver, to whom the Red Flag car 

Xamp must be immediately waved as a Signal to 

stop. 

21. The Guard must not allow any Passenger 
or Parcel to be conveyed by the Train imless 
Jiroperly booked; and, if he has reason to 
suppose that any Passenger is without a Ticket^ 
or is not in the proper Carriage, he must request 
the Passenger to show his Ticket. When a Pas^ 
asenger is desirous of changing his place from an 
Sjlferior to a superior carriage, the Guard 
^oiust have this done by the Clerk at the first 
Station. 

22. Great importance is attached to the most 
X>I*Ompt delivery of Cash-boxes, Letters, In- 
Xroices, and Despatches consigned to the care of 
*he Guard; and any neglect in this particular will 
Idc severely dealt with. 

23. Prisoners who are in charge of the Police, 
and persons afficted with insanity, must never be 
mixed along with the other Passengers, but be 
placed in a COmpaxtmeilti and if practicable in 

a carriage^ by themselves. 
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24. Tmns baying occasionally riin into Siations. 
at an undue speed, the Guards coming down tbe^ 
Inclines must stand by tbeir Breaks to assist in 
cbeeking tbe speed (witbout waiting for a Signal)^, 
wbenever tbey find the Train running into the 
Stations faster than ordinary. 

25. The Train Guards must not, except by 
special order, collect the Tickets from tbe Pas- 
sengers ; but they must render the Collectors at 
the Ticket Platforms every assistance by request- 
ing Passengers to get their Tickets ready, &c.

1. Servants and others connected with the Rail- 
way (Directors excepted), are required to book 
and pay their fare the same as other Passengers^ 
except the following Officers, who travel free, and 
have the power to grant Passes to individuals in

4. That weekly Returns, certified by the Heads 
of the Departments, be furnished as at present, 
great caution being used as respects the Class 
m which the party having a Pass shall travel, and 
m all cases of parties riding in a superior Class 
of Carriage to that entered on the Pass, the ticket 
ooUector must demand the excess. 

5. That the Ticket Collectors be instructed 
^^efully to examine and collect every Pass, 
^ refuse it if out of date, or contrary in any 
Respect to these regulations, and demand the 
Excess of fare should any party ride in a higher 
dass than that entered on the Pass. 

6. That the Audit Department prepare weekly 
ft return of all Free Passes issued but not collected, 
the same to be transmitted to the Manager, who 
will make application to the parties to whom the 
misBing Passes were issued. 
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7» That the occasional issue of Free Passed to 
Clerks and Servants of the Company be sanctioned 
as a reward for good conduct. 

8. The Ticket Collectors must not be satisfied 
with the simple display of the outside of Passes 
or Pass Books ; they must ascertain in all cases 
that the Passes are properly dated, and used only 
in their intended limit.

GOODS GUARDS. 

In addition to the following Special Instructions, 
Goods Guards must make themselves acquainted 
with all the General Rules for the safety of the 
line, contained in the Instructions for Passenger 
Guards, Section 5. 

!• The Breaksman or Breaksmen, as the case 
may be, must be in attendance 60 minutes before 
the hour fixed in the Time Bill for the departure 
o{ the Trains. 

2. They are carefully to examine the Loading 
and Sheeting of the Waggons, and see that the 
Doors, sides, and ends are properly closed and 
fastened before starting from each Station, to 
ensure the protection of the goods from rain and 
8p8Xks. They must also, at every Station 
where the Train stops, ascertain that the Loading 
of the Trucks has not moved, and specially that it 
does not OVerhdillg the sides. 

3. TTiey are to be careful to ascertain that the 
Axles of the Waggons are properly greased before 
Btartmg from a Station^

4. The Head Breaksman, where there are twoV 
is responsible for seeing that the Signsd LsunpS 
are in good condition, properly trimmed, and 
attached to the Train. He is also responsible to 
have these Lamps lighted at Sunset and during 
a Fog I and will be liable to make good any in- 
jury done to the Lamps through negligence. 

5. Goods Guards must not run through the 
Stations with less than a load, but call and ask the 
Clerk, or other person in charge, if he has any 
Waggons to go forward. — (See Rule 20, Sec. 9.) 
When any Waggons are left on the Road that 
should have been taken forward, the Breaksman 
must instantly on arrival give notice of the same. 

6. When at a Station Goods Guards are in 
every respect strictly to obey the orders of 
the Clerk in charge, and in no case refuse to take 
on Road-Goods or any other Waggons when re- 
quested by him — (See Rule 21, Sec. 9.); should 
any Station-master cause a Guard to shunt, or 
detain ^ Goods Train unnecessarily, the Guard 
must note such detention on his Journal. 

' 7. Should Guards have occasion to shunt oflF 
any loaded Waggons from their Trains on the 
Road owing to the Engines being unable to bring 
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them on, or from any cause whatever, they must 
take care the Waggons left off are not Foreign. 
Waggons, and do not contain Valuables or perish-^ 
able Goods, Cattle, &c. Minerals and Goods of 
less importance must be left if necessary, and 
he must enter the numbers of any so left on 
his Journal, and state where ticketed from and to.' 

8. No Guard will be allowed to leave his Train 
in charge of any other person, without first obtain- 
ing the sanction of his superior Officer. 

9. The Breaksman is to enter on his Journal 
Any delstys or CdiSUdiltieS, and report the same 
on arrival to the proper Officer ; he must also 
be careful to enter in his Journal full particulars 
as to the Number of his Train, a.m. & p.m., as 
the case may be, as well as the Time due, &c. 

10. The Breaksman is to receive and enter on 
his Waybill such Despatch Bags, Parcels, Invoices, 
and Letters, as may be delivered to him ; and must 
be very particular to deliver correctly any parcels 
of Goods which may be entrusted to him between 
Roadside Stations; and to forward to their address 
without delay all letters, despatcheS| and 
invoices consigned to his care. 
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11. His is to examine the labels on the Wag^ 
gODS| and compare with the greatest exactness the 
destination and number upon, each Waggon witfa 
those in the Waybill. He is to notice any dia< 
erepancies in the latter^ and correct any errors 
before starting, and not to move any Waggons thai 
are improperly ticketed or without labels ; any 
neglect on the part of the Stations in supplying 
Waybills must at once be reported. 

12. The Breaksman is to be provided with a few 
spare centre chains, a crowbar, fire-bucket and 
rope, six wooden spraggs, a case of Fog Signals and 
Fusee Signals, and hand signal lamp ; also a 
Red Flag and a White one — the Red Flag being 
a Signal to stop, and the White one to proceed. 

13. All Guards must carry not less than si^ 
wooden spraggs with their Trains, to be used on 
any part of the Line where they may be neces- 
sary, and more especially, during shunting, to 
prevent the Train or any part of it, from running 
backwards either on the Main Line, or out of a 
siding on to the Main Line ; they are of course to 
be used in addition to the necessary Breaks ; and, 
if any Guards find diflSculty in securing the neces- 
sary supply, they must make immediate application 
to the Manager. 
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14. Goods Trains must not run over the Lmey 
or through the Stations points, or Crossings, at 
farious speeds; any breach of instructions laid 
down in die table of Locomotive arrangements or 
in other Rules will be visited with a fine ; should a 
Guard omit to report any irregularity on the part 
of his Driver or Stoker, he will be subject to 
instant dismissal. 

15. Goods Trains must not be shunted into 
the Goods Shed sidings at any Station, lest the 
doors or other parts of the Shed should be dam* 
Bffid. 

16. Violent shunting is the cause of great 
injury to the Company's Stock, and must at all 
times be carefully avoided; any damage to Goods, 
or any portion of the Carrying Stock, must be 
reported on the Goods Guards Journal, with full 
particulars as to cause, &c., with the name of 
Engine-driver and Stoker. 

17. Goods Trains must not be worked with the 
Waggon Couplings or Side Chains hanging down ; 
the Guards are instructed to see they are properly 
secured. 

18. Guards must i^ot on any account move 
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away from Stations Waggons marked for repairs, 
unless instructed to do so by the Station-master,^ 
or person in charge ; whenever they move any^ 
damaged Waggons, loaded up or otherwise, they] 
must report ^ach instance, giving full particulars on^ 
their Journals. 

19. Foreign Sheets returned folded, with Way-' 
bills ; in all cases Guards must have a Way-bill 
of every lot taken by them, which Bill, with the 
Sheets, they must give up to the person in charge* 
at the Junction ; as any neglect of. this Rule will' 
render this Company liable to demurrage, it will' 
at once be charged to the party with whom the 
neglect rests. 

. 20. Whenever a Train is stopped at any' 
intermediate Station, or on the Main Line, it is the* 
special duty of the Breaksman to see that the' 
contents of the Waggons are not interfered with,' 
and that the proper signals are given when thef 
Line is obstructed. In case of a broak-doWIl 
or other StoppSlge on the Main Line, he will 
leave the waggons in charge of the Engineman, 

and immediately go back 1000 yards

When likely to be oTertaken^ the 
Breaksman must instruct the Engineman imme- 
diately to shunt into a Siding out of the way of 
the approaching Train, and in passing warn the 
Police Signalmen of their intention. At Night, 
when Shunted, the Tail and Side Lamps must be 
reversed, or withdrawn, so that no unnecessary 
Signal may be seen by an approaching Driver, 

23* The Breaksmen are positively prohibited 
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from allowing any one to rid6 in" the BrOaJt 
VaJl; or on the Train, without written authority ; 
and any disobedietice to this order will be 
punished. 



The attention of Goods Guards is called to the 
following special Regulations '^plying to various 
points on die Line. 

24. Dudley Port sidings.— This is 

a very dangerous portion of the Line ; every pre- 
caution must be taken to prevent Accidents during 
the time Trucks are being shunted in or out 
of these Sidings; no shunting must be done at these 
Sidings during and after dusk. 

2^. Shnnting* at Ciireat Brfdg*e 

Canal BasimS. — Particular attention must 
be paid to the fetching up as well as letting Trucks 
down the Basin Sidings at Great Bridge Station 
New Wharf.

STATION-MASTERS AND CLERKS. 



1. Every OflScer in charge of a Station, is to^ 
be answerable for the Office and Buildings, and 
the Company's Property there. He is also to be 
responsible for the faithful and efficient discharge 
of the duties devolving upon all the Company's 
Servants at the Station. 

2. He is to see that all general and other orders 
are duly entered and executed, and that all books 
and returns are regularly written up, and neatly 
kept. 

3. He ia to take care that all the Servants at 
his Station behave respectfully and civilly to 
Passengers of every class, and that no gratuities 
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from the public are received by them under apy 
circumstances. 

4. He is to inspect ddily all rooms and places 
in connection with the Station, in order to see 
that they are neat and clean, and to. remove from 
the Walls and Notice-boards, all placards and 
other announcements when out of date. The 
urinals, privies, and water-closets, in connexion 
with the Station, must be kept free from all 
obscene writing on the walls. 

5. He is to take care that all the servants at 
his Station come on duty clean in their persons 
and clothes, shaved, and with their shoes brushed. 
The Booking-oflBce is never to be left during the 
hours of business without a responsible person in 
charge, capable of giving any information which 
may be required by the public as to the Trams, &c. 

6. He is also to cause the Station to be kept 
dear of weeds, and have the ballast raked and 
preserved in neat order. He must be careful 
that all stores supplied for the Station are pru- 
dently and economically used, and that there is no 
waste of gas, oil, coal, or stationery. 

7* He is to report, without delay, neglect of 
duty, on the part of any one under his charge ; 
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and, in case of complaint agsdnst any man, he is 
to communicate the particulars as soon as possible^ 
so that the offender may be sent to headquarters,^ 
if the case require h. 

8. No Station-master is allowed to be absent 
without leave from the General Manager or 
Superintendent except from illness, in which case 
he must immediately inform the Superintendent^ 
and take care that some competent person is 
entrusted with the duties. 

9. The address of every clerk and other servant 
of the Company must be registered at the Station 
where he is located. It is the duty of every man 
to give his address to the Clerk in charge of his 
Station ; and, in case of any change of residence, 
he is to make this immediately known. 

10. Carriages and Waggons are never to be 
allowed to stand on the Main Line, but must be 
placed in a siding properly blocked and locked, so 
as to render them perfectly secure from passing on 
to the Main Line by the operation of the wind, or 
other causes. 

11. The Main Line at Stations shall be kept 
clear, if possible, ten minutes before a Passenger 
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^jfaj 



Train is due; and no Engine, Carriage, or Waggon, 
raust be allowed to shunt or cross the Main Lino 
if a Tram is expected, unless the proper signal 
all have been previmisly sent back.

12. In all cases where Horses are used upon 
the Railway, a man shall have hold of each horse*s 
head, and the horses shall be properly attached to 
the waggons or other load. 

I 13* The policeman^ porter, or other person on 
duty at a Station must, on the arrival of a Train, 
walk the length of the Train, and call out in a clear 
and audible voice the narae of that Station when 
opposite the window of each carriage, so as to 
indicate to every passenger in the Train the nam© 
of the StatioHj but must not open the carriage 
doors at the Station until the Trains shall have 
stepped.

(See Page 22) ; but under no circumstances must 
any Train move in the wrong direction, until the 
Station Master is satisfied either by telegraph-reply,

19. On a line like the South Staffordshire, 
where the Traffic in Goods and Passengers is so 
interraingledj much must be left to the diBcretion 
of the Station Agents, but that discretionary powef 
must he exercised with great prudence and cau- 
tion. Every endeavour consistent with safety 
roust he made to expedite the departure of thf 
Goods Trains from the Roadside Stations; antf^ 
no delay should be permitted unless obstruction t(f 
Passenger Trains may he reasonably apprehended^ 

20. In deciding in difficult cases whether to 
despatch a Luggage Train or not, the opinions oi 
the Engine men and Breaksman, who must he best 
acquainted with the state of the Engine and Loadj 
should be obtained, and great weight should be 
attached to these recommendations ; but the de- 
cision on the course to be pursued wUl still rest 
with the Station Agent.

payment ihereof, 

33* No Clerk is allowed to remit charges for 
extra Luggage, overchargej &c., upon his own 
authority, nor without the authority of the General 
Manager or Superintendent of the Line ; nor 
allow the free transit of any goods or parcels ex- 
cept on the bonajide business of the Company, 
and then an Invoice or Way-bill must be sent, and 
the, Goods duly entered as "free." 



34, Parcel Clerks are ordered not t6 twist the 
Way-bill round the string of any parcels^ but they 
are to hand'the Way-bills over separately, after the 
delivery of Parcels^ to the party receiving them, so 
tbat the Way-bill and Parcel may act as a mutual 
check on each other. 



35» Station-masters at Junctions will par- 
ticularly look after the condition of all Stock 
coming from other Lines, and report to the Mana^ 
ger the numbers of any that may arrive in a 
damaged state, and also see that the Clearing 
House man in charge of the Junction notes the 
same on his retuma to the Clearing House.

I. Every Inspector k to W8Jk over bis diBtriety 
and to report to the Supermteudent of \m diviflloii 
any irregularity he may detect. 

2* Every Inspector Is to see that the Policemeo, 
FoLDtsmenj and GatemcD, iB bis district, are at 
their posts — clOEIl in their persons^ sober, aud 
attentive to their duty ; and to ascertain that they 
are COHVOrSEIlt v^itb their orders^ and that the 
Signals and Points are in good working orders 
cleaned and oiled| and that all Siguals are 
dul/ lighted at dusk. 
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3. He is to see that each Police Box has a 
copy of the standing orders relative to Police 
Signals and Duties, and a copy of any Order 
specially relating to the men at that particular 
post* 

4. Every Inspector is to liav6 a list of the 
names and places of abode of every Policeman in 
his district, so that in case of need he can summon 
them* 

5. It is the duty of the Inspectors to see that 
the Signalmen have a proper supply of Detonating 
and other Signals constandy on hmd.

1. Every Signalman on duty is to stand upon 
the Line OleStfT of the Rails, and to give the 
proper Signal on the passing of an Engine. The 
Distant Signal must be turned on to dEIlger 
immediately after any Engine has passed within 
it ; and it as well as the Station Signal must con- 
tinue exhibited at dEBgCr until five minutes after 
such Train has left the Station* The Signalman 
must not wait until the entire Train has passed 
within the Signal, but must throw it on immediately 
after the Engine has passed the post. 

t2. Every Signalman will be supplied vt'ith a 
listlB, to aid in calling the attention of the

^station, the Policeman on duty is to ascertain 
from the Breaksman at which Station the Train 
is 116Xt to StOPi that he may inform the Epgine- 
man and Guard of the following Train. This 
precaution is more especially enjoined during Foggy 
Weather. 

" 5. On a Policeman having to stop a Train, he 
Is to tell the Engineman the cause, and then let 
the Train proceed, unless he has orders to detain 
U, in which case he is to desire the Engineman to 
draw on until the whole Train is well witMn the 
Signal Post, to admit of a following Train stopping 
the Signal without risk of collision. 

6. The Signal Lamps must be lighted as soon

both the Day and Night Signak must be used. 
The Signal Lamps must not be put out until 
broad Daylight m the morning. 

7t Every Engmeniait on a Branch Line must 
bring his Engine to & stand in Foggy Weather 
before he reaches the Junction-points, and not 
enter on the Main Line till he shall have ascer- 
tained how long the preceding Train has passed ;

8. SignalmeQ are hereby apprised that, except 
in cases of emergencyj none but regular Trains 
are to be permitted to travel in a FOG J and on 
these occasionsj when a Train stops at a Station, 
the Distant Signals must always be used, as 
shown by Rule 13, page 14* 

d. Signalmen must also take notice, that, to 
avoid risk of collision on Single LineSj no Extra 
Engine, with or without a Train, wiU be allowed 
to p^ss along the Line without prevlOUS notiCB. 
(See Rules for working over a Single Line, page 
22 and 23.) 

lOt Every Signalman is supplied with DotOHA-' 
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tin^ Signals to place on ttie Rails in Foggy 
Wea&er ; aikd h& is^ on these oecasions, to user 
them in addition to the ordinary Red iSignaL 
(See Regulations far use of Detonatmff Signals,) 
He will be held responsible for having on hand tA 
sdl times a proper supply. 

11. Every Signalman hi responsible for hts 
Signal and Hand Lamps being well t rmiTn ftrf^ 
and showing a clear and distinct light. 

12. The Signalmen generally are not to allow 
strangers to tfdSpSkSS on the Line without written 
authority, and they are to report any occurrence 
of this nature to their Inspector. They will also 
reepeet any orders which the officers in charge of 
Stations may think necessary. 

13. The duties of Pointsmen in charjgfe df 
Switches are very simple, easily understood and 
femembered, and af e at the sa^e time not heavy ; 
Ito^ they reqtdre great eare^ attention^ aiid 
IratcllfilllieSBi foi^ any neglect may cause vei^y 
serious accidents; Signalmen are, therefore, warned 
always to be on the alert, and cautious in the dis^ 
charge of their duty as Pointsmen. 

14^ TbeP(C»afemanbtobeeaxelb£LmV<^'^^^ 
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his Switches clear and well oiled and, when- 
ever a Train has passed over, he is to see ihat no 
particle of coke or dirt has dropped within the 
Points, so as to prevent them firom closing, and 
also that they are replaced in the proper pOSL- 
tion. He is also to try his Points before the 
passing through of a Train, that he may be 
thoroughly satisfied there is no impediment to their

15. Where, from the peculiarity of the Line,, 
it is necessary to employ Facing Points, these 
precautions become doubly important. 

16. Whenever, from the passage of a Train, the 
Points, Crossings, or Guide Rail receive injury 
or strain, or the Rails themselves are split or 
Chippedi the circumstance must immediately be 
reported. 

17. Pointsmen and Signalmen are required to 
examine and try the working of their Wire Signals 
every morning and every evening, to see that 
they work well, and that the Lamp and Disc shew 
in the proper direction. 

18. In order to assist in discriminating Luggage 
Trains at night from Passenger Trains, the former 
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carry a Green Light on the Bu£fer Plank; but 
it must be understood that this is intended merely 
as an auxiliary Signal, and is not to be relied On 
for turning a Train into a Siding, which is only to 
be done when the Policeman on duty shall have 
SSttisfied himself as to the character of the 
Train. 

19. The Signalmen must on no account allow 
an Engine to proceed on the wrong line of rails 
"without having first seen that the precautions 
specified in Rule L page 24 have been adopted.

!• Every Gatekeeper will be provided with Day 
and Night Signals, which must be kept in proper 
order.

3. Before opening the Gates, the Gatekeeper is 
to satisfy himself that a Train is not in sight; he 
will then exhibit the danger signal, and always 
allow the Signal to remain until the Railway 
is cledir and the Gates closed. 

4. If an Engine follow another within thrOB 
minuteS; the Danger Signal is to be shown ; from

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possible despatch to the next gang, from which a 
Platelayer will in like manner run to the next 
more distant Platelayer, till information of the 
accident has by this means reached the nearest 
Station at which there is a Telegraph Instrument^ 
whence it must be Telegraphed to Walsall. 

19. Having communicated the information, the 
Platelayers are immediately to return to give 
their assistance. 

20. Every Foreman, having been sworn in as a 
Special Constable, is required to order o£f all per- 
sons trespassing^ within the Fences on his 
district; and, if such persons persist in remaining, 
he is to take them to the nearest Station, and 
give them into the charge of the Company's 
Police. 

21. The Foreman is also to report if any Gates 
which the Owners or Occupiers of Land are re- 
quired to keep shut have been left Open, that 
the parties may be charged with the penalties; and 
any instances of Sheep or Cattle being on the Line 
or Slopes is also to be duly reported. 

22. Every Platelayer is to make himself dol^

23« Every Foreman ahall be provided mA a 
copy of these Regulations, and witti tiie proper 
Signal Flags, Lamps, &C., and Fog Signal^ and 
with an accurate gauge for gau^ng the Line, and 
he will be held responsible for having his Signals 
ecmstantly in proper prder, and ready for nse. 

24. Every Foreman shall constantly have witb 
him, when on duty, a copy of these lleguladobs;

Goods Trains approaching Dudley will give

Passenger Trains wanting to proceed beyond 
the south end of Platform, will give two whistles, 
when the Arm of the Signal suspended from the

He is instructed to exhibit the Danger Signals 
should any obstruction eKist on the Main Line^ 
either by Road Traffic crossing at Ryecroft 
Gatesj or at Home BridgCj or by Goods shunting 
into or out of either Brewers Siding or Hatherton 
Siding, or in case of Goods Trains standing on 
the Main lane in or beyond Walsall Cutting, 

The Gatekeeper at Home Bridge must not 
allow any Road Traffic to cross the Line at those 
Gates without previously ascertaining that the 
Signals at Cannock Junction are thrown on to 
protect the Main Hue. 
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^ The Cannock Branch joins the Main Line at 
Rye croft Gates. 

Trains between Walsall and Cannoct will give 
two whistles ^ou approaching this Junction. 

I Trains on the Main Line between Walsall and 
pliichfield will give three whistles. 

Main Line Trains wHi take precedence of those 
kon the Branch- 

I All Trains approaching this Junction from 
FCannock, must come to a d6£ld Stop before cros- 
iing on to the Main Line i so soon as the Train is

Birchills Incline and Clmrch Bridge

No Vehicle will be allowed to be taken up the

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spraggs or breaks on the Train, to keep it under 
perfect control. 

The Sidings at Church Bridge require similar 
precautions ; not more than six Waggons must be 
let down at a time^ and they must be well regtt« 
lated by breaks pinned down. 

JfORTON JUNGTIOll. 

The Norton Branch joins the Main Line near 
Pelsall Colliery. 

Trains between Walsall and Norton ^ve two 
whistles on approaching this Junction, and those 
on the Main Line between Walsall and Lichfield 
give three whistles* 

Main Line Trains will take precedence of those 
on the Branch. 

All Trains approaching this Junction from 
Norton must come to a dead Stop before cross^ 
ing on to the Main Line ; so soon as the Train 
is at a stand the Driver must give two whistles as 
above, and the Pointsman, if all be clear, will 
then lower the Signal to allow the Train to pro-> 
ceed to Walsall, 
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There is a Telegraph Instrument fixed in the 
Signalman's Box at this place, communicating 
with Brownhills. The Signaknan will not allow 
any shunting to take place across his Main Line, 
nor any Train to start from his sidings towards 
Walsall, without having previously signalled to 
Brownhills, " Line Closed." 

Especial care must be taken to have the Main 
Line clear at the time the Passenger Trains are

BROWNHILLS. 

This Station is situated at the top of an incline, 
and the most extreme care must be exercised in 
horsing or shunting out Vehicles on to the Main 
Line, that they are furnished with Breaks, and that 
such Breaks are pinned down while the Waggons 
are on the Main Line* 

The Scotches require particular attention at 
this point, to guard against the possibility of any 
Vehicles passing out on to the Main Line. 

The Station-master is responsible for keeping 
IL good supply of spraggs on hand^ ready for 
emergencies* 
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The following are the Instructiona issued f<p^ 
working the Telegraphs between Brownhille Sta- 
tion and the Sidings at PeUall Colliery and Au* 
glesea: — 



No Train or Engine will be allowed to pass 
from your Station in either direetioi^ without you 
have previously ascertsuned by Telegraph, £mn 
Pelsall Colliery or Anglesea^ during .the hours, 
the Signalmen are on duty, that the Line is 
** clear," So soon as any Train or Engine is 
ready to start, you will Signal to the respective 
Pointsman, "Train ready," and you wiU jiot 
allow the Train to proceed until you have received 
the answer back, " Line clear." 



By this arrangement every Train and EngiiM; 
during Telegraph hours may be brought to a 
stand at Brownhills by the Semaphore Signal.

Especial care must be taken to have the Main 
Line clear at the time the Passenger Trains are 
due to leave Brownhills. 

HAMMERWICH. 

This Station is likewise on the incline, and 
similar precautions must be used to those laid 
down for the guidance of the Station-master at 
Brownhills in shunting Waggons on to the Main 
Line. 

As the Station Signal cannot well be seen by 
Down Trains approaching Hammerwich, the 
Station-master must be careful to repeat on the 
Distant Signal whatever signal is displayed at 
the Station. 
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Drivers must approach the curve at Hammer- 
wich with extreme caution, and Whistle to give 
notice of their coming. 

FOSSWAY CROSSING. 

Drivers of Down Trains must whistle loudly on 
entering the Pipe Hill cutting, and must travel 
at a reduced speed, keeping a good look-out for 
the Disc signal worked from the level crossing. 

No Road Traffic must be allowed to cross through 
the Gates unless the distant signals are both 
turned to danger* 

Drivers of Up Trains, on passing through Pipe 
Hill cutting, must also whistle loudly, as there is 
a Farm Wharf and Level Crossing adjoining the 
Canal, close to the Walsall turnpike road '

Any Signal Man^ or Men, in charge of a 
fixed Signal; who shall fail to exhibit the Danger 
Signal as afore-mentioned, shall be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding Five Pounds for each 
ofience. 

GENERAL REGULATIONS. 

The Engine-driver and Guards of every 
Engine or Train, shall, before starting to proceed 
along the Railway, be furnished by the person or 
persons duly appointed for that purpose by the 
London and North Western Railway Company, 
with a Time Table, duly Authenticated by such 
Station-master, or other Person, upon which shall 
be specified the time of departure from the first 
Station, and of arrival at all other Stations upon 
the Railway at which such Train is intended to 
stop, of which the Smethvnck Station must he one ; 
and any Engine-driver, or Person in charge of an 
Engine, or Guard of a Train, who shall, under 
any circumstances, start upon, and pass along the

SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE RAILWAY COMPANY. 



1. No passenger \irill be allowed to enter into any carriage used 
on tbe railway, or to travel therein npon the railway, without 
having first paid his fare, and obtained a ticket Each passenger, 
on payment of his fare, will be furnished with a ticket, specifring 
the class of carnap^e and the distance for which the fare has been 
paid« which ticket such passenger is to show when required by the 
guard in charge of the train, and to deliver up before leaving the 
Companj^s premises^ upon demand, to the guard or other servants 
of the Company, duly authorised to collect tickets. Any passenger 
not producing or delivering up his ticket as aforesaid, will be 
required to pay the fare from the place where the train originally 
started, or, in default of payment thereof, shall forfeit and pay a som 
not exceeding forty shillings* 

2. At the intermediate stations the fares will only be accepted* 
and the tickets, furnished conditionally, that is to say, in case there 
shall be room in the train for which the tickets are furnished; incase 
there shall not be room for all the passengers to whom tickets have 
been furnished, those to whom tickets have been furnished for the 
longest distance shall have the preference, and those to whom 
tickets have been furnished for the same distance, shall have priority 
according to the order in which the tickets have been furnished, as 
denoted by the consecutive numbers stamped upon them< 

3. Any person travelling without permission in a carriage of a 
superior class to that for which he has obtained a ticket, is hereby 
subjected to a penalty not exceeding forty shillings. 

4. Smoking tobacco is strictly prohibited both in the carriages 
and in the Gompany*s stations; every person smoking tobacco in a 
carriage or station is hereby subjected to a penalty not exceeding 
forty sliillings; and every person persisting in smoking tobacco in a 
carriage or station, after being warned to desist by the guard in 
charge of the train, or any officer of the Company, shall, in addition 
to incurring a penalty not exceeding forty shillings, be immediatelyi 
or if travelling, at the first opportunity, removed from the Company's 
premises. 

5. Any person found in a carriage or station in a state of intoxi- 
cation, or committing any nuisance, or otherwise wilfully interfering 
with the comfort of other passengers, is hereby subjected to a 
penalty not exceeding forty shillings; and shall immediately, or, if 
travelling, at the first Opportunity, be removed from the Company's 
premises* 



6, Any passenger cutting the linings^ removing or de&cing the 
tiamber plates, breaking the windows^ or otherwise wilfollj damaging 
or injuring any carriage used on the railway, shall forfeit and pay a 
sum not exceeding five pounds, in addition to the amount of 4U17 
damage for which he may be liable 

7. No passenger shjiU be permitted to ride on the roof, steps, of 
platform of any carriage; and any person persisting in doing so, after 
being warned to desist by the guard in charge of the train, or any 
officer of the Company, is hereby subjected to a penalty not exceeding 
forty shillings, 

8. Any passenger entering or leaving, or attempting to enter or 
leave, any of the carriages, while the train is in motion, is hereby 
BUbjected to a penalty not exceeding forty shillings. 

9, Dogs will not be suffered to accompany passenfiiers in the 
carriages, but will be conveyed separately, and charged for*
